My  Lord  Dukk  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  again  my  duty  to  present  to  your  Authority  my 
Anuual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  condition  of  that 
portion  of  the  Rural  Sanitary  District  of  the  Union  which  has 
been  under  my  supervision  during  the  past  year. 

I am  able  to  compile  this  Report  on  the  subject  to  which  it 
refers,  from  information  which  has  been  received  from  many 
and  various  sources,  but  especially  from  the  regular  systematic 
Inspections  which  have  from  time  to  time  been  held.  Those 
Townships  with  the  largest  population  have,  as  a matter  of  fact, 
required  and  received  the  most  attention  on  the  part  of  myself 
as  well  as  that  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  and  in  some  instances 
it  was  considered  advisable  to  have  a house  to  house  Inspection 
made. 

The  Returns  and  Reports  which  have  been  regularly  presented 
to  your  Authority  by  the  Sanitary  Officers  as  Monthly  or  Special 
Reports  during  the  year,  give  an  idea  of  the  extent  of  the  re- 
quirements, carried  out,  or  otherwise  dealt  with  during  the  past 
year,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  know  that  all  the  requirements 
were  obtained  amicably,  and  that  Magisterial  or  Legal  inter- 
vention was  not  necessary. 


Typhoid  Fever. — During  the  past  year  three  cases  of  Typhoid 
Fever  were  notified.  Two  of  these  cases  occurred  at  Tideswell 
in  the  month  of  January,  in  different  families  and  in  different 
parts  of  the  Town,  one  at  the  Town-head  and  the  other  at  the 
Town-end. 

In  the  Monthly  Report  dated  January  20th,  1899,  when 
dealing  with  these  cases,  I pointed  out  to  your  Authority  that 
Typhoid  Fever  was  again  occurring  in  isolated  instances  at 
Tideswell,  showing  that  the  poison  must  be  widely  disseminated. 
In  the  same  Report  I also  dealt  with  what  I considered  the  three 
most  important  conditions  which  ought  to  be  observed,  if  a 
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successful  opposition  is  to  be  maintained  against  an  outbreak  of 
this  disease,  and  these  were  : — 

1.  The  Water  supply  ; 

2.  The  Sewage  disposal ; and  ■ 

3.  The  Earth  contarainatioii  of  the  district. 

Not  one  of  these  conditions  can,  at  Tideswell,  be  said  to  be 
above  suspicion. 

In  my  Annual  Report  for  1897,  I therein  referred  to  the  fre- 
quent little  outbreaks  of  this  disease  at  Tideswell,  and  in  addition 
to  these  true  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever,  deaths  from  obscure  Ab- 
dominal and  Intestinal  diseases  were  frequently  returned  to  me. 
The  Analysis  showing  the  changes  which  take  place  in  the 
Stream  whilst  passing  through  Tideswell  is  also  extremely 
interesting.  The  remarks  upon  this  Analysis  were  as  follows  : — 
“ Prom  a pure  water,  which  might  be  of  service  as  a drinking 
“ water,  this  Stream,  is  changed  after  passing  through  the  Town 
“ of  Tideswell,  a distance  of  about  one  mile,  into  a condition 
“ which  is  in  no  way  distinct  from  a Sewage  effluent.”  It  is  to 
be  hoped  that  the  Sewage  collection  and  disposal  scheme  which 
has  been  promulgated  for  Tideswell,  will  be  pushed  on  with, 
with  as  much  dispatch  as  is  compatible  with  good  workmanship, 
and  your  Authority  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  efforts  so  far 
successfully  carried  out  by  you  to  provide  such  an  absolute 
necessity,  and  when  this  is  completed  the  second  of  the  necessi- 
ties alluded  to  above,  will  have  been  met. 

The  other  case  of  Typhoid  Fever  occurred  at  Cressbrook.  It 
was  utterly  impossible  in  this  case  to  trace  the  source  of 
Infection.  The  Sanitary  arrangements  and  water  supply  of  this 
Village  are  as  perfect  as  it  is  possible  to  make  them.  It  is  also 
highly  improbable  that  the  Infection  was  conveyed  by  the  Milk 
supply.  The  same  Dairy  supplied  most  of  the  houses  in  the 
Village,  and  no  other  case  of  Fever  occurred. 

The  following  Table  will  show  you  the  Localities  in  which 
Typhoid  Fever  occurred,  the  number  of  cases  in  each  place  with 
the  estimated  Population,  attack  rate  per  1000  of  such  popu- 
lation, the  number  of  deaths,  and  death  rate  per  cent,  of  the 
cases  : —

Diphtheria. — During  the  year  eleven  cases  of  Diphtheria  were 
Notified,  and  these  were  distributed  as  follows  : — Two  at  Calver 
in  the  month  of  August,  in  one  house  ; five  at  Litton  in  the 
same  month,  in  two  houses ; one  at  Eyam  in  the  month  of 
August ; two  at  Goatcliff  in  October  ; and  one  at  Stoney  Middle- 
ton  in  December. 

Calveb. — This  outbreak  which  occurred  in  the  month  of 
August,  was  limited  to  two  cases,  both  reported  on  the  same 
day,  and  occurring  in  the  same  house.  A personal  examination 
into  this  case,  as  in  all  the  other  outbreaks,  was  immediately 
made,  and  as  I reported  to  your  Authority  at  the  time,  the 
weight  of  evidence  pointed  to  the  Infection  having  been  conveyed 
from  Sheffield. 

Litton. — The  outbreak  in  this  Village  occurred  in  August. 
It  was  limited  to  two  households,  four  of  the  cases  being  in  one 
house.  In  this  instance  tlie  Infection  was  brought  directly  from 
Galver,  by  a Servant  from  the  infected  house  in  that  Township, 
and  the  other  cases  all  occurred  before  the  nature  of  the  first 
case  was  suspected, 

Eyam. — In  August  a case  of  Diphtheria*  occurred  at  Eyam, 
and  in  this  case  the  infection  was  traceable  to  Sheffield,  the 
patient  having  recently  returned  from  a visit  to  that  City. 

Goatcliff. — (Stoke.) — The  outbreak  here  occurred  in  October, 
two  members  of  the  same  family  being  affected.  In  this  case 
again  direct  infection  from  Sheffield  was  traceable. 

Stoney  Middleton. — One  case  occurred  in  this  Village  in 
December,  but  upon  minute  investigation  no  source  of  probable 
infection  was  discovered. 

The  following  Table  will  enable  you  to  readily  localise  the 
cases,  as  well  as  to  gain  other  information  regarding  them.

Scarlet  Fever. — Scarlet  Fever  was  most  prevalent  in  the 
months  of  April,  October,  and  the  early  part  of  November.  The 
total  number  of  cases  Notified  was  sixty-two,  and  the  total 
number  of  cases  was  sixty-one.  Two  deaths  occurred  from  this 
disease  during  the  year.  The  cases  as  they  were  Notified  formed 
the  subject  of  investigation,  and  Reports  were  submitted  as  to 
site  of  infection  and  precautions  taken.  The  first  case  which 
occurred  in  the  year  was  traceable  to  infection  from  Buxton, 
and  in  several  other  instances  infection  was  introduced  from 
without  the  District. 

The  largest  number  of  cases  occurred  at  Eyam,  and  with  the 
exception  of  one  case  Notified  in  July,  they  all  were  Notified  in 
the  first  six  months  of  the  Year.  When  dealing  with  the  con- 
tinued prevalence  of  Scarlet  Fever  at  Eyam  in  my  Monthly 
Report  dated  March  17th,  1899,  I expressed  the  opinion  that 
the  spread  was  largely  due  to  carelessness  on  the  part  of  those 
in  charge  of  cases,  and  previously,  in  my  Report  for  November 
25th,  1898,  when  dealing  with  this  disease  in  the  same  Village, 
I recommended  that  an  empty  Isolated  House  should  be  taken 
to  which  cases  might  be  removed  for  Isolation.  So  universally 
distributed  was  the  infection  at  Eyam  that  on  April  12th,  1899, 
I recommended  that  the  Schools  should  be  closed  for  a month, 
and  it  was  found  necessary,  in  consequence  of  the  continuation 
of  fresh  cases,  to  further  extend  this  period.  Meanwhile  the 
Schools  were  thoroughly  disinfected  and  cleaned. 

In  my  Monthly  Report  of  April  13th,  1899,  I pointed  out  to 
your  Council  that  the  people  were,  in  consequence  of  the  mild- 
ness of  type  of  the  Scarlet  Fever  prevailing,  becoming  so  heed- 
less of  their  danger,  that  I considered  it  advisable  in  the  interest 
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of  the  Public  Health,  not  only  of  the  Village  of  Eyam,  but  also 
of  the  surrounding  Districts,  to  recommend  your  Authority  to 
have  a Hand-bill  published  and  distributed  amongst  the  Inhabi- 
tants pointing  out,  or  rather  warning  them 

Ist.  Of  the  highly  Infectious  nature  of  Bcarlet  Fever. 

2nd.  Of  the  danger  there  is  in  spreading  the  disease  by 
persons  from  infected  houses  going  about  from  place 
to  place,  and  in  addition  giving — 

3rd.  General  directions  as  to  the  means  to  be  adopted  to 
prevent  as  much  as  possible  the  spread  of  the 
infection. 

So  serious  was  the  condition  becoming,  that  in  the  same  Report, 
and  as  an  empty  house  could  not  be  obtained,  the  question  of 
having  to  advise  the  erection  of  a Temporary  Isolation  Hospital 
by  your  Authority  was  discussed.  At  this  part  of  the  Report  I 
would  mention  the  extreme  care  and  attention  which  the  Sani- 
tary Inspector,  Mr.  Hawley,  paid  to  this  outbreak,  especially 
with  a view  to  its  limitation,  and  your  Authority  must  be  con- 
gratulated on  his  work  at  that  time,  and  will  fully  appreciate  his 
attention  to  a difficult  duty.  Our  efforts  were  so  successful 
that  on  the  Ninth  of  June  I was  able  to  Report  as  follows : — 
“ Since  the  date  of  my  last  Report  no  Notifications  have  been 
“ sent  to  me.  The  Scarlet  Fever  outbreak  at  Eyam  appears  to 
“ have  had  a complete  collapse,  all  the  houses  where  the  Fever 
“ occurred  have  been  Disinfected,  and  the  Public  Elementary 
“ Schools  were,  under  orders  from  your  Council,  reopened  on 
“ June  Ist  inst.” 

Scarlet  Fever  appeared  at  Hathersage  as  isolated  oases  in 
April,  May  and  June,  introduced  into  the  District  from  without, 
and  no  other  cases  arose  from  them.  Between  November  2nd 
and  December  29tli  eight  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  Notified 
from  Hathersage.  The  infection  at  this  time  was  introduced 
from  outside  my  District,  and  had  made  some  headway  before 
Medical  assistance  was  called  in,  and  therefore  before  the  nature 
of  the  illness  was  known. 

At  Taddington  and  Priestclift’  seven  cases  occurred,  two  in 
July,  the  Infection  having  been  brought  into  the  District,  and 
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five  cases  in  October.  In  investigating  this  outbreak  at  Tad- 
(lington  I found  that  some  illness  of  a suspicious  character  had 
affected  some  of  the  pupils  attending  the  Schools.  I recom- 
mended the  Managers  to  close  the  Schools  for  one  week,  i.e., 
from  October  9th  to  October  IGth,  and  in  the  meantime  they 
were  thoroughly  Disinfected  and  cleaned.  Since  then  no  fresh 
cases  have  occurred  in  this  locality. 

In  the  subjoined  Chart,  number  1,  you  will  easily  be  able  to 
compare  the  Seasonal  prevalence  of  Scarlet  Fever  during  the 
past  year  with  that  of  the  past  seven  years. 

I trust  you  will  find  the  following  Table  useful  in  following 
out  the  Statistics  of  Scarlet  Fever  during  the  year  1899.

Measles. — Measles  were  at  no  time  prevalent  during  the  year 
and  no  deaths  were  Registered  from  this  cause. 

Whooping  Cough. — Whooping  Cough  was  troublesome  in 
a few  Townships,  but  no  death  occurred  from  this  affection. 
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Erysipelas. — Three  cases  of  Erysipelas  only  were  Notified,' 
and  amongst  these  one  death  occurred.  This  gives  a mortality 
of  38'8  per  cent,  of  cases,  a very  heavy  mortality. 


Diarrhoea. — Diarrhoea  was  responsible  for  eight  deaths.  All 
of  these  were  in  children  under  five  years  of  age,  and  seven  of 
them  in  children  who  had  not  reached  the  age  of  one  year.  It 
is  a noteworthy  fact  that  the  majority  of  the  deaths  of  children 
under  one  year  of  age  from  this  cause  are  in  localities  where 
facilities  for  female  labour,  elsewhere  than  at  home,  exist. 
Improper  feeding  is  the  chief  cause  of  this  form  of  illness,  and 
where  the  mothers  are  employed  away  from  home  this  must 
naturally  be  aggravated.  To  save  this  Infantile  Mortality,  it 
would  be  a good  thing  if  some  simple  directions  could  be  given 
to  those  in  whose  care  the  children  may  be,  how  to  feed  them  in 
a proper  manner,  if  the  mother  is  unable,  or  unwilling,  to  give 
them  their  natural  food.  Many  children  are  born,  and  are 
never  seen  by  Medical  Practitioners  until  their  aid  is  sought 
after  this  condition  has  become  established,  so  that  they  have 
not  the  opporttinity,  in  many  cases,  of  giving  these  simple 
directions.  The  person  who  comes  in  contact  with  the  parents 
of  all  children,  is  the  Registrar,  and  if  he  could  provide  them 
with  a slip  containing  such  directions,  in  the  same  manner  as  he 
provides  them  with  the  Vaccination  Paper,  many  lives  might  be 
saved  which  are  now  lost  to  the  country  ; for  lack  of  knowledge, 
rather  than  of  intention,  is  the  cause  of  this  form  of  illness 
amongst  young  children  in  the  majority  of  cases. 

Croup. — No  case  of  Membranous  Croup  was  Notified. 
Several  cases  of  Croup  came  under  notice,  and  in  the  month  of 
December  a death  was  Registered  in  a child  of  three  years  as 
due  to  “ Catarrhal  Laryngitis.” 

Small-pox. — No  case  of  Small-pox  was  Notified  during  the 
past  year. 

Puerperal  Fever. — One  case  of  Puerperal  Fever  was  Notified 
and  occurred  in  the  month  of  March,  and  a fatal  termination 
ensued. 
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A Table  will  be  found,  Numbered  IT,  from  which  you  will  be 
enabled  easily  to  compare  the  prevalence  of  Scarlet  Fever, 
Diphtheria,  Typhoid  or  Enteric  Fever,  Puerperal  Fever  and 
Erysipelas,  during  each  year  for  the  past  seven  years.  To 
make  this  comparison  as  easy  as  possible  different  colours  have 
been  used  to  chart  the  different  diseases. 


Phthisis. — I am  glad  to  notice  that  the  Public  are  devoting 
attention  to  the  question  of  the  prevention  of  Tubercular  Disease. 
That  it  is  a preventable  disease  there  can  be  little  doubt,  and  as 
such,  it  is  one  which  claims  equal  attention  from  Health 
Authorities  with  all  other  diseases  which  are  also  preventable* 
but  which  have  been  longer  known  and  recognized  as  such,  e.g.. 
Small-pox,  Scarlet  Fever,  &c.  An  early  knowledge  of  the 
existence  of  this  disease  as  in  other  diseases  of  an  Infectious 
character,  is  very  essential,  and  for  this  purpose.  Notification 
ought  to  be  compulsory,  but  until  Notification  is  made  compul- 
sory Voluntary  Notification  should  be  encouraged.  After  death 
has  taken  place  from  Phthisis,  or  other  Tubercular  Disease, 
much  could  be  done,  if  the  friends  would  give  notice  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  so  that  the  rooms  occupied  by  the 
patient  could  be  disinfected.  I cannot  do  better  than  conclude 
this  paragraph  by  quoting  a portion  of  a Report  of  Tuberculosis 
which  was  issued  by  the  Council  of  the  British  Medical  Associ- 
ation in  January,  1899,  the  whole  of  which  I commend  to  your 
earnest  consideration,  for  its  importance  cannot  be  over-esti- 
mated. 


“ CONCLUSIONS. 

“ In  conclusion  the  following  recommendations  are  made  : — 

“ 1. — Dweli.ings.— Every  house  newly -erected  should  be  on  a 
“ dry  site  and  dry  foundation  (natural  or  artificial),  and 
“ have  sufficient  space  ai’ound  it  to  allow  of  free  access  of 
“ air  and  sunlight.  These  conditions  should  be  enforced 
“ by  regulations  of  a national  and  not  of  a local  (bye-laws) 
“ character. 
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2.  Meat.  Properly  qualified  men  should  be  appointed  as 
“ meat  inspectors  : — 

“ (")  By  every  County  Borough  and  Borough. 

“ (^)  By  all  Urban  District  Councils. 

“ (r)  By  County  Councils  for  rural  districts  and  by 
“ arrangement  for  small  urban  districts. 

“ 8.— Powers  should  be  obtained  from  Parliament  as  follows  : 
“ A. — Slaughter-houses — 

“ 1.— To  afford  facilities  for  providing  public  slaughter- 
“ houses. 

“ 2.— To  prohibit  slaughter  for  gain  except  in  a public 
“ slaughter-house,  after  provision  of  such  public 
“ slaughter-house. 

“ (The  recommendations,  1 and  2,  to  apply  to  all 
“ boroughs  and  county  boroughs  and  large 
“ urban  districts.) 

8.  Elsewhere  all  licenses  to  be  renewable  annually 
“ and  revocable  easily. 

■I.  Compulsary  examination  of  every  cargo  of  imported 
“ meat.  The  charge  to  be  borne  by  importer. 

“ B. — Milk. — 

“!• — Minimum  space  in  cowsheds  to  be  fixed  as  speci- 
“ fied  in  paragraph  8 of  this  Report.  (800  cubic  feet 
“ per  cow  as  basis.) 

“ — Power  to  local  authorities  to  inspect  systematically, 

“or  cause  to  be  inspected,  all  dairies  and  cowsheds 
“ from  which  milk  is  sent  into  their  districts,  and  to 
“ exclude  the  milk  if  the  application  of  the  Tuberculin 
“ Test  to  any  cow  suspected  of  being  tuberculous  be 
“ refused  ; such  inspection  to  be  carried  out  by  the 
“ Medical  Oificer  of  Health  with  the  assistance  of  a 
“ Veterinary  Officer. 

“ 8. — Power  to  take  samples  of  milk  from  any  particular 
“ cow  or  cows. 

— Power  to  prohibit  the  entrance  of  milk  into  any 
“district  if  there  are  reasonable  grounds  for  suspecting 
“ it  to  be  tuberculous. 
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“ 5i — All  tumours  (or  affections)  of  the  udders  to  be 
“ Notifiable.  If  any  cow  is  ordered  to  be  slaughtered, 
“ there  should  be  power  to  pay  compensation  if  the 
“ cow  proves  not  to  be  tuberculous. 

“ 6. — Imported  milk  (and  daii'y  products)  to  be  examined 
“ at  the  port  of  entry,  the  expense  to  be  borne  by  the 
“ importer.  If  the  milk  is  found  to  be  tuberculous 
“advertisement  to  that  effect,  with  particulars  of 
“ source,  &c.,  to  be  made  in  the  Gazette. 

“ Pathological  Diagnosis  and  Disinfection — 

“ (1). — All  local  authorities  should  make  arrangements 
“ for  the  bacterial  diagnosis  of  tuberculosis  at  the 
“ expense  of  such  authorities. 

“ (2). — Local  Authorities  should  undertake,  free  of  charge 
“the  disinfection  of  houses,  in  which  a tuberculous 
“ patient  has  resided,  together  with  the  bedding, 
“ clothing,  and  other  articles  capable  of  retaining  the 
“ infection.” 


Uncertified  Deaths. — Two  deaths  were  returned  to  me  as 
Uncertified,  one  in  February  at  Hathersage,  and  one  in  July  at 
Taddington.  As  I have  previously  pointed  out  this  is  extremely 
unsatisfactory  for  Statistical  purposes. 


Inquests. — The  Coroner  held  Inquests  on  six  occasions,  three 
of  the  enquiries  had  reference  to  the  deaths  of  Males,  and  three 
to  Females.  This  is  equivalent  to  3-6  per  cent,  of  the  total 
number  of  deaths.  The  distribution  of  Inquests  and  Uncertified 
Deaths  is  shown  in  Table  III. 


Over-crowding. — No  case  of  Over-crowding  came  under  our 
observation  which  required  bringing  under  the  notice  of  your 
Authority.  , 
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Lodging  Houses. — Lodging  Houses  were  regularly  and  sys- 
tematically Inspected,  and  kept  up  to  all  the  requirements  of 
the  Public  Health  Act. 


Slaughter  Houses. — Slaughter  Houses  have  been  regularly 
inspected.  Your  Authority  are  probably  aware  that  I have  in 
many  previous  Eeports,  Annual  and  Monthly,  directed  your 
attention  to  the  very  unsatisfactory  and  insanitary  condition  not 
only  of  Slaughter  Houses,  but  of  their  surroundings,  which  as  a 
rule  are  found  in  all  pai’ts  of  my  District.  The  abolition  of 
Private  Slaughter  Houses  which  I have  long  desired  to  see,  and 
in  which  meat  is  dressed  and  allowed  to  remain  under  conditions 
which  can  often  only  be  described  as  disgusting,  and  the  pro- 
vision of  Public  Slaughter  Houses  under  the  control  of  bodies 
having  the  care  of  the  Public  Health  is,  in  my  opinion,  the  only 
means  of  satisfactorily  dealing  with  what  is  a question  of 
National  importance. 

The  late  Sir  Richard  Thorne  Thorne  said  that ; — “ The 
“ properly  administered  Public  Slaughter  House  is  demanded  as 
“ an  act  of  justice  to  those  trading  in  meat ; it  is  demanded  in 
“ the  interests  of  Public  Health  and  decency  ; it  is  demanded  for 
“ the  prevention  of  cruelty  to  the  lower  animals,  and  it  is 
“ demanded  in  order  to  bring  England,  if  not  the  United  King- 
“ dom,  somewhat  nearer  to  the  level  of  other  civilized  nations  in 
“ this  matter. 

“ Public  Slaughter  Houses  officered  by  skilled  Inspectors  and 
“ supervised  by  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  are  urgently  required, 
“amongst  other  reasons,  for  the  prevention  of  Tuberculosis  in 
“ man.” 


Bake-houses. — The  Bake-houses  in  the  District  have  been 
regularly  Inspected,  and  found  clean  and  well  kept  in  every  way. 


Action  taken  with  regard  to  Infectious  Disease. — In  all  cases 
of  Notifiable  Disease  occurring  amongst  children  as  well  as  In- 
fectious Diseases  not  at  present  Notifiable,  Notices  were  served' 
on  School  Teachers  and  Superintendents  of  Sunday  Schools  irf 
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order  that  they  might  at  once  be  in  a position  to  know  the  exact 
locale  of  Infectious  cases,  and  so  were  immediately  enabled  to 
exclude  children  from  attendance  at  the  Schools  who  came  from 
houses  where  Infection  prevailed,  and  on  the  same  Notice  a 
recommendation  was  made  as  to  the  length  of  time  children 
from  Infected  Houses  should  be  excluded.  The  Form  of  Notice 
I have  recommended  and  now  use  is  as  follows : —

Your  Authority  will  I think,  agree  with  me  that  this  subject 
of  Notification  of  Infectious  Disease  between  School  Teachers 
and  Managers  and  Public  Health  Officers,  is  one  of  considerable 
moment,  not  only  to  Schools  but  to  the  community  generally, 
and  if  provision  could  only  be  made  whereby  the  presence  of^ 
every  known  case  of  Infectious  illness  in  the  homes  of  children 
could  be  at  once  made  known  to  School  Teachers,  who  would 
then  be  able  to  exclude  children  from  infected  areas,  it  would  be 
a most  effectual  means  of  safeguarding  the  health  and  lives  of 
their  school  companions.  The  spread  of  Infectious  Disease 
amongst  children  is  to  a large  extent  due  to  the  mixing  of  the 
infected  with  the  healthy  in  School,  and  any  provision  that  could 
be  made  to  lessen  this  state  of  things  would  be  a welcome 
addition  to  the  Sanitary  requirements  and  methods  of  the 
Country. 

The  following  is  a list  of  the  Schools  in  my  District  that  were 
temporarily  closed  in  accordance  with  Article  98  of  the  Educa-' 
tional  Code,  which  order  was  duly  confirmed  by  your  Authority, 
giving  the  reasons  for  closing,  the  date  of  closure,  and  the  date 
of  reopening  : — 
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1.  Eyam  Public  Elementary  School  Scarlet  Fever,  April  12th 

to  May  10th. 

2.  Eyam  Public  Elementay  School,  Scarlet  Fever,  May  12th  to 

June  let.  (Extension.) 

3.  Great  Hucklow  Schools,  Scarlet  Fever,  August  17th  to 

September  11th- 

4.  Paddington  Schools  ,,  October  9th  to 

October  16th. 

5.  Hassop  Schools  ,,  October  11th  to 

November  6th. 

In  every  instance  the  Schools  were  thoroughly  disinfected  by 
the  Sanitary  OflBcers,  and  afterwards  cleaned. 

The  importance  of  the  examination  of  children  attending 
Public  Elementary  Schools  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
was  perhaps  the  most  apparent  in  the  case  of  Paddington,  in 
which  case  it  was  found  that  some  of  the  children  attending  the 
Schools  were  actually  in  a state  of  desquamation  from  Scarlet 
Fever.  In  this  instance  these  children,  and  any  others 
where  symptoms  of  a suspicious  nature  were  present,  were 
excluded.  The  Schools  were  closed  for  a week,  and  after  being 
thoroughly  disinfected  and  cleaned,  they  were  reopened,  without 
having  occasioned  any  serious  interruption  to  the  worliing  of 
the  School.  Without  exception,  every  house  in  my  District 
where  Notifiable  Disease  has  been  known  to  exist,  has  been 
disinfected  by  the  Sanitary  Officer.  It  must  be  remembered 
that  the  number  of  houses  that  have  been  disinfected  and  the 
number  of  cases  that  may  have  been  Notified,  have  no  parallel, 
there  may  be  for  instance,  seven  cases  in  one  house,  but  it 
must  not  be  supposed  that  there  are  seven  houses  to  disinfect. 

In  my  Annual  Report  for  1897,  I remarked  upon  the  unsatis- 
factory results  that  followed  Sulphur  fumigation  in  Infectious 
Disease  and  suggested  to  your  Authority  the  advisability  of 
substituting  a more  trustworthy  method  of  disinfection.  I at 
the  same  time  recommended  that  Formalin  as  a spray  applied 
with  the  Equifex  Spray  Producer  as  manufactured  by  Messrs. 
Defries  was  a most  suitable  form  of  Disinfection.  In  my 
Monthly  Report  dated  April  13th,  1899,  I again  urged  upon 
your  Authority  the  advisability  of  substituting  this  form  of  dis- 
infection for  the  one  up  to  then  in  use,  and  at  your  subsequent 
meeting  my  suggestion  was  acted  upon,  and  the  Spray  and 
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Formalin  were  ordered.  The  Instrument  was  first  used  in  May, 
1899,  and  has  been  regularly  used  since,  and  up  to  the  present 
time  no  recrudescence  of  any  illness  has  followed  after  its  use. 
Another  of  its  advantages  is  that  the  Sanitary  Inspector  sees 
the  process  of  Disinfection  completed.  In  the  Annual  Report 
alluded  to  above  I recommended  that  an  appliance  should  be 
provided  to  which  bed  and  body  clothing  might  be  taken  to  be 
disinfected  by  Steam  under  pressure.  This  necessity  still  exists, 
and  I again  recommend  this  matter  to  your  consideration, 


JVaier  Supply. — It  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  record  that  a 
number  of  Townships  in  my  District  are  receiving  the  attention 
of  yonr  Authority  with  a view  to  a Water  Supply,  I am  also 
glad  to  note  that  your  Authority  have  not  only  determined  to 
see  that  these  places  are  supplied  with  water,  but  that  it  is  also 
your  intention  to  have  the  schemes  carried  out  under  your  own 
direction,  and  when  completed  to  still  have  the  control  and 
supervision  of  them.  The  following  are  the  Townships  referred 
to  with  the  Population  Census  1891  : —

It  will  be  interesting  to  have  in 

a short 

compass  a resume  of 

the  work  in  this  department  up  to  the  present  time,  and  this 
portion  of  the  Report  being  the  proper  place,  in  which  to  give 
this  resume,  I now  propose  to  do  so ; — 
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Abney. — Water  is  laid  on  to  all  the  houses  in  Abney,  this  being 
a voluntary  and  private  undertaking.  The  Engineers  report 
that  the  supply  is  now  satisfactory,  and  that  it  should  be 
allowed  to  remain  as  it  is  unless  serious  inconveniences  arise. 

Blackwell. — It  is  suggested  that  this  Hamlet  should  be  supplied 
from  the  Taddington  supply.  Some  objections  have  been 
raised  to  this  by  the  people  of  Taddington,  but  negotiations 
with  a view  of  coming  to  some  arrangement  between  these 
two  places  are  now  proceeding. 

Eyam. — It  is  proposed  to  supply  a portion  of  this  Township 
from  the  great  scheme  known  as  the  Stoke  Flat  Scheme. 
Plans  and  estimates  for  this  scheme  are  nearing  completion. 
The  other  porton  of  this  Township  will  be  supplied  from 
springs.  Negotiations  are  proceeding  for  the  purchase  of 
land  which  will  be  required  for  storage  purposes. 

Flagg. — The  scheme  which  was  proposed  was  found  to  be  so 
costly  as  to  necessitate  a rate  which  would  be  beyond  the 
Legal  limits.  The  water  supply  for  this  Village  is  again 
being  considered  by  your  Engineers. 

Foolow. — This  Township  will  be  supplied  from  the  Stoke  Flat 
scheme. 

Fboggatt. — ^This  Township  will  be  supplied  from  the  Stoke 
Flat  scheme. 

Gbindlow. — A joint  scheme  is  being  prepared  and  will  be  com- 
pleted at  an  early  date. 

Hassop. — This  Village  will  be  supplied  from  the  Stoke  Flat 
scheme. 

Hucklow,  Gbeat. — Is  included  in  the  joint  scheme  referred  to 
under  Grindlow,  and  together  with 

Hucklow,  Little,  and  Wardlow,  will  be  supplied  from  this 
source. 

Litton. — A scheme  has  been  proposed  to  supply  this  Township 
from  the  present  water-supply  for  Tideswell.  The  Inhabi- 
tants of  Tideswell  have  raised  certain  objections  to  this  course, 
and  the  matter  has  been  referred  for  consideration  to  the 
Parish  Councils  of  these  two  neighbouring  Townships.  I 
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may  say  at  once  that  a water  supply  for  Litton  is  more 
urgently  required  than  in  any  other  Township  in  my  Division, 
and  I sincerely  hope  that  a good  feeling  in  the  matter  may 
prevail  and  that  the  Inhabitants  of  Tideswell  will  see  then- 
way  to  help  their  neighbours  out  of  their  difficulty,  the  more 
especially  as  this  can  be  done  without  detriment  to  them- 
selves. 

Longstone,  Great — 

Longstone,  luTTLE — WUl  be  supplied  from  the  Stoke  Flat 
Rowland—  ' scheme. 

Stonky  Middleton — 

The  large  Stoke  Flat  scheme  is  now  only  waiting 
for  the  Council  to  obtain  one  acre  of  land  at  Rowland  for  Storage 
purposes,  considerable  difficulty  has  been  experienced  but  the 
Council  hope  to  overcome  this  at  an  early  date  and  be  in  a 
position  to  make  an  application  for  a Loan  to  carry  out  the 
Scheme  early  in  1900. 

The  above  statement  shows  that  considerable  progress  is 
being  made  with  the  object  of  providing  the  most  important 
necessary  of  life,  a good  water-supply,  to  these  places. 


Drainage. — Chelmobton. — It  is  a matter  of  regret  that  the 
Drainage  Scheme  which  was  proposed  for  this  Township  was 
not  carried  out.  I hope  before  long  to  again  direct  the  attention 
of  your  Council  to  the  requirements  of  this  Township. 

Hathersage. — I attended  a Local  Government  Board  Enquiry 
on  October  13th,  1899,  at  Hathersage,  with  reference  to  a Loan 
for  the  carrying  out  of  a Drainage  Scheme  for  this  Town,  and 
there  is  every  reason  to  hope  that  the  Local  Government  Board 
will  sanction  the  Loan.  Considerable  difficulty  has  been  ex- 
perienced in  obtaining  the  consent  of  Riparian  Owners  to  the 
Sewer  passing  under  the  beds  of  the  Brooks  Hood  and  Dale. 
Property  in  this  Town  will  be  considerably  enhanced  in  value 
when  the  scheme  which  your  Council  hope  to  carry  through  has 
become  an  accomplished  fact,  and  those  raising  difficulties 
should  bear  this  in  mind. 

Great  Longstone. — Engineers  have  prepared  Plans,  &c.,  for 
this  Village,  but  as  some  difficulty  was  experienced  in  acquiring 
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the  land  first  suggested  where  the  outfall  works  were  to  be 
erected,  the  Engineers  are  reconsidering  their  plans  at  the 
suggestion  of  your  Council,  with  the  view  of  placing  the  outfall 
works  elsewhere.  Their  Report  is  expected  at  an  early  date. 

Little  Longstone. — The  Sewerage  Scheme  for  this  Township 
is  in  progress,  and  will  very  shortly  be  completed.  The  Con- 
tract amounted  to  £723  IBs.  9d.,  and  the  money  raised  on 
Loan  was  £1030. 

Tideswell. — The  Contract  for  the  construction  of  the  pro- 
posed Sewerage  Works  for  this  Town,  amounting  to  £4438,  has 
been  let,  and  a Loan  for  £6025  has  been  sanctioned. 

The  foregoing  paragraphs,  dealing  with  the  Water-supply  and 
Drainage  Systems,  show  an  amount  of  enterprise  creditable  to 
any  Locality. 


Requirements. — Your  Authority  being  already  aware  of  those 
Townships  which  require  Schemes  for  Water-supply  and  Drain- 
age, it  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  recapitulate  them. 

I should  strongly  advocate  as  opportunity  permits,  that  the 
old-fashioned  Privy  and  Midden  should  be  replaced  by  Closet 
and  Ashpit  accommodation  built  after  an  approved  pattern. 

It  would  also  be  an  advantage  to  communities  if  each  Town- 
ship was  provided  with  a free  Refuse  Tip,  so  situated  as  to  be 
easy  of  access,  without  being  a nuisance  to  habitation. 

The  system  of  Scavenging  in  widely  scattered  Rural  Districts 
is  a difficult  one.  If,  however,  a Refuse  Tip  as  suggested,  could 
be  provided,  it  would  materially  assist  the  solution  of  this 
problem,  but  undoubtedly  in  the  larger  Townships  your  Council 
ought  to  provide  for  a systematic  system  of  Scavenging  being 
undertaken.  The  benefits  of  such  an  arrangement  would  soon 
make  themselves  apparent. 

With  reference  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  I am  glad  to  be 
able  to  Report  that  the  Joint  Hospital  Committee  have  definitely 
decided  upon  two  Sites  for  the  erection  of  an  Isolation  Hospital, 
one  of  these  is  situated  near  the  town  of  Bakewell,  and  the  other 
at  or  near  the  village  of  Foolow.  I am  most  anxious  to  see  the 
scheme  carried  out,  and  I am  sure  your  Authority  will  agree 
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witii  me  tliat  the  whole  country  will  be  indebted  to  you  for 
assisting  them  to  obtain  such  a pressing  necessity.  Many  times 
this  Year  the  absolute  necessity  of  such  an  Institution  has 
manifested  itself,  and  if  only  facilities  for  Isolation  had  existed, 
much  suffering  and  inconvenience  would  have  been  saved. 

I would  again  direct  the  attention  of  your  .Joint  Committee 
to  the  advantages  accruing  from  the  Science  of  Bacteriology  to 
Preventive  Medicine,  and  I would  recommend  to  the  Representa- 
tives from  your  Council  on  the  Hospital  Jioard  the  advisability 
of  insisting  upon  the  addition  of  a Laboratory  being  provided 
among  the  Hospital  Buildings,  where  specimens  from  cases  of 
Diphtheria,  Tuberculosis.  Typhoid  Fever.  &c.,  could  be  examined. 
The  early  and  exact  diagnosis  in  such  cases  being  not  only  of 
immense  value  to  the  patient  but  to  the  community  generally. 
I have  every  confidence  in  bringing  this  important  subject  again 
before  your  notice,  and  I should  like  to  add,  that  for  a medical 
gentleman  to  be  in  a position  to  have  a doubtful  case  verified, 
would  be  not  only  of  immense  value  to  him  and  his  patient,  but 
to  the  whole  community,  and  in  this  way  not  only  would  suf- 
fering be  prevented  but  often  lives  could  be  saved,  and  no  one 
can  say  how  soon  this  fact  may  come  home  to  any  one  of  us. 
In  my  Annual  Report  for  1897  I pointed  out  to  your  Council 
two  important  suggestions  neither  of  which  have  been  acted 
upon,  and  which  therefore,  I can  only  conclude,  must  have 
escaped  your  attention,  these  were: — 1. — That  the  Medical 
Gentlemen  practising  in  the  North  Rural  Sanitary  District 
should  be  asked,  when  Notifying  cases  of  Infectious  Disease,  to 
state  on  the  Certificate  the  age  of  the  sufferer.  This  would  be 
of  immense  advantage  to  your  Officers  and  would  entail  little 
extra  trouble  on  those  Notifying.  Since  the  Report  of  1897  was 
circulated,  one  Medical  Gentleman,  unconnected  with  your 
Council  in  any  way.  Dr.  Lander,  of  Hathersage,  has  invariably 
supplied  this  additional  information,  and  it  has  been  of  the 
greatest  use  to  his  locality.  2. — That  instructions  should  be 
given  to  the  District  Registrars  to  furnish  the  number  of  Births 
in  each  Township  separately,  as  required  by  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops. — All  Rural  District  Coun- 
cils have  certain  duties  to  perform,  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds, 
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aud  Milkshops  Order  of  1886  and  1886,  and  knowing  how 
important  it  is  that  cows  kept  in  Cowsheds,  for  the  production 
of  milk  for  human  consumption  should  be  under  the  healthiest 
possible  conditions,  I beg  to  direct  the  attention  of  your  Authority 
to  this  important  matter.  It  is  a well  known  fact  that  Tuber- 
cular Disease  can  be  transmitted  by  milk  from  Tubercular 
cattle,  and  as  milk  is  one  of  the  chief  forms  of  support  for  most 
children,  its  production  cannot  be  too  carefully  guarded.  To 
this  end  one  of  the  most  important  requirements  are  clean, 
healthy,  and  well  ventilated  byres.  Prom  an  Authority  I learn 
that  our  yearly  milk  bill  amounts  to  nearly  forty-two  million 
(42,000,000)  pounds  sterling  per  annum,  and  of  this,  forty  mil- 
lions (40,000,000)  is  paid  to  the  British  Dairy-man.  The 
present  demand  for  Milk  in  this  Country  alone  grows  at  the  rate 
of  about  five  thousand  tons  per  annum,  and  surely  under  such 
conditions,  and  especially  if  the  British  Producer  hopes  to 
preserve  this  custom,  he  must  make  up  his  mind  to  conform  to 
the  requirements.  There  can  be  no  question  that  the  milk 
consumers  are  awakening  to  the  necessity  that  what  they  pur- 
chase of  this  important  article  of  food,  shall  be  pure,  wholesome, 
and  altogether  above  suspicion.  Your  Council  will  therefore 
see  that  under  these  circumstances  it  is  to  the  advantage  of  the 
producer  as  well  as  the  consumer,  that  the  Provisions  of  these 
Orders  are  faithfully  carried  out.  I am  aware  that  the  condition 
of  many  Cowsheds  in  my  District  leaves  a great  deal  to  be 
desired.  It  must  however  be  apparent  to  your  Authority  that  a 
trade  value  of  £40,000,000  sterling  is  worth  some  sacrifice,  and 
I look  with  confidence  to  your  Council  for  the  assistance  this 
important  subject  demands.  As  one  example  of  the  magnitude 
of  the  milk  trade  in  the  locality,  and  therefore  that  its  control 
requires  your  earnest  consideration,  I will  mention  the  fact  that 
in  six  months  of  this  year  one  supplier  of  this  commodity  has 
sent  away  fifty  thousand  gallons  of  milk. 

In  another  part  of  my  Report  when  dealing  with  the  question 
of  the  Isolation  Hospital,  I pointed  out  the  advisability,  indeed 
the  necessity,  of  facilities  being  provided  for  Bacteriological 
examination,  and,  while  dealing  with  the  question  of  the  milk 
supply,  I should  recommend  that  your  Authority  should  possess 
adequate  means  for  the  systematic  pathological  examination  of 
the  milk  suijplied  by  retail  or  by  contract  in  the  District. 
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whether  it  be  produced  within  or  without  the  District.  The 
provision  of  such  means  of  examination,  must  be  a necessary 
part  of  any  complete  system  of  dealing  with  Tuberculosis. 


Bye-Laws. — On  several  occasions  I have  recommended  to 
your  Council  the  advisability  of  framing  new  Bye-laws,  especially 
with  reference  to  the  erection  of  new  buildings.  Your  Authority 
have  acknowledged  the  importance  of  this  suggestion,  and,  after 
an  immense  amount  of  trouble  on  the  part  of  a Committee  of 
your  Council  and  assisted  by  your  Clerk,  these  Bye-laws  have 
been  drawn  up  ; and  I hope  before  the  New  Year  is  far  advanced, 
they  will  be  adopted  by  your  Council  and  be  a further  proof  of 
your  anxiety  for  the  welfare  of  the  District. 


Vital  Statistics. — The  Vital  Statistics  will  be  found  in  the 
accompanying  Tables  of  the  Local  Government  Board  for  the 
Year  ending  December  31st,  1899,  but  they  may  be  given  briefly 
and  for  convenience  in  this  part  of  the  Report. 


Births. — The  total  Births  registered  during  the  year  were  255, 
of  these  113  were  Males,  and  142  were  Females.  In  the  first 
quarter  the  births  were  66  in  number,  30  Males  and  36  Females. 
In  the  second  quarter  78  : Males  24,  Females  54.  In  the  third 
quarter  57  : Males  32,  Females  25.  In  the  fourth  quarter  54  ; 
Males,  27,  Females  27.  In  the  previous  year  the  Births  were 
296,  being  41  in  excess  of  the  present  year. 


Deaths. — The  Deaths  from  all  causes,  and  at  all  ages,  during 
the  year  were  169  (one  hundred  and  sixty-nine),  of  these  89 
were  Males,  and  80  Females.  In  the  first  quarter  the  deaths 
were  45  in  number,  19  of  these  were  Males  and  26  Females. 
In  the  second  quarter  43  : Males  20,  Females  23.  In  the  third 
quarter  44  : Males  27,  Females,  17.  In  the  fourth  quarter  37  ; 
Males  23,  Females  14.  In  none  of  the  Townships  has  the 
death  rate  been  excessive.  Twenty-seven  deaths  occurred  in 
children  under  one  year  of  age,  and  seventy-one  in  persons  of 
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sixty-five  years  and  upwards.  The  total  deaths  registered 
during  the  year  as  due  to  Infectious  Diseases  were  seven  (7)  in 
number,  being  one  more  tlian  the  previous  year. 

Table  Number  4 will  show  the  Births  and  Deaths  from  (a) 
Zymotic  Diseases,  (6)  Diseases  of  the  Chest,  (c)  amongst  children 
under  one  year,  and  [d)  in  persons  over  66  years,  as  well  as 
Deaths  from  all  Causes  which  will  be  found  in  Table  A of  the 
Local  Government  Board. 


To  enable  your  Authority  to  compare  the  Death  Rate, 
Zymotic  Death  Rate,  Birth  Rate,  and  Infantile  Mortality  of  my 
District  with  that  of  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  during  the 
Year  1899,  I have  prepared  the  following  Table,  and,  as  you
